To maintain it and to furnish 


through its agency the means for the ac- 
complishment of national objects, the 
American people are willing through 
federal taxation to surrender a part of 
their earnings and income. 


Tariff legislation presents a familiar 


form of federal taxation. Such legisla- 
tion results as surely in a tax upon the 
daily life of our people as the tribute paid 
directly into the hand of the tax gatherer. 
We feel the burden of these tariff taxes 
too palpably to be persuaded by any 
sophistry that they do not exist, or are 
paid by foreigners. 


.Such taxes, representing a diminution 


of the property rights of the people, are 
only justifiable when laid and collected 
for tbe purpose of maintaining our gov- 
ernment, and furnishing the means for 
the accomplishment of its legitimate pur- 
poses and functions. This is taxation 
under the operation of a tariff for reve- 
nue. It accords with the professions of 
American free institutions, and its justice 
and honesty answer the test supplied by 
a coirect appreciation of the principles 
upon which these institutions rest. 


This theory of tariff legislation mani- 


festly enjoins strict economy in public 
expenditures and their limitation to 
legitimate public uses, inasmuch as it 
exhibits as absolute extortion any ex- 
action, by way of taxation, from the sul>- 
stancc of the people beyond the necessi- 
ties of a careful and proper administration 
of government. 


DOGMA OF rjiOTEGTIOX. 


Opposed to this theory the dogma is 


now boldly presented that tariff taxation 
is justifiable for the express purpose and 
intent of thereby promoting especial in- 
terest and enterprises. Such a proposi- 
tion is so clearly contrary to the spirit of 
our constitution and so directly encour- 
ages the disturbance by selfishness and 
greed of patriotic sentiment that its state- 
ment would rudely shock our people if 
they had not already teen insidiously 
allured from the safe landmarks of prin- 
ciple. Never have honest desire for na- 
tional growth, patriotic devotion to coun- 
try and sincere regard for those who toil 
been so betrayed to the support of a 
pernicious doctrine. In its behalf the 
plea that our infant industries should be 
fostered did sen-ice until discredited by 
our stalwart growth ; then followed the 
exigencies of a terrible war, which made 
our people heedless of the opportunities 
for ulterior schemes afforded by their 
willing and patriotic payment of unpre- 
cedented tribute, and now, after a long 
period of peace, when our overburdened 
countrymen ask for relief and a restora- 
tion to a fuller enjoyment of their in- 
comes and earnings, they are met by the 
claim that tariff taxation for the sake of 
protection is an American system, the 
continuance of wliicli is necessary in 
order that high wages may be paid to 
our workingmeu and a home market be 
provided for our farm products. 


DECEPTIVE PRETENSES. 


These pretenses should no longer de- 


ceive. 


terests in organized co-operation, still 
waits for a division of the advantages 
secured to his employer under cover of a 
generous solicitude for his wages, while 
the farmer is learning that the prices of 
his products arc fixed in foreign markets. 
where he suffers from a competition in- 
vited and built up by the system he. is 
asked to support. 


A QUESTION OF MORALS. 


The struggle for unearned advantage 


at the doors of the government tramples 
on the rights of those who patiently rely 
ui>on assurances of American equality. 
Every governmental concession to clam- 
orous favorites invites corruption in 
jiolitical affairs by encouraging the ex- 
penditure of money to debauch suffrage 
in support of a policy directly favorable 
to private and selfish gain. This in the 
end must strangle patriotism and weak- 
en popular confidence in the rectitude of 
Republican institutions. 


Though the subject of tariff legislation 


involves a question of markets, it also in- 
volves a question of morals. We cannot 
with impunity permit injustice to taint 
the spirit of right and equity, which is 
the life of our republic, and we shall fail 
to reach our national destiny if greed and 
selfishness lead the way. 


TAXATION MUST BE EQUALIZED. 


Recognizing these truths, the national 


Democracy will seek by the application 
of just and sound principles to equalize 
to our people the blessings due them 
from the government they support; to 
promote among our countrymen a closer 
community of interests cemented by 
patriotism and national pride, and to 
point out a fair field where prosperous 
and diversified American enterprise may 
;row and thrive in the wholesome atmos- 
phere of American industry, ingenuity 
and intelligence. 


Tariff reform is still our purpose. 


Though we oppose the theory that tariff 
laws may be passed having for their ob- 
ject the granting of discriminating and 
unfair governmental aid to private ven- 
tures, we wage no exterminating war 
against any American interests. We 1«- 
lieve a readjustment can be accomplished 
in accordance with the principles we pro- 
fess without disaster or demolition. We 
1 >elieve that tiic advantugr-s of free raw 
material should be accorded to our manu- 
facturers, and we contemplate a fair and 
careful distribution of necessary tariff 
burdens rather than the precipitation of 
free trade. 


We anticipate with calmness the misrep- 


resentation of our motivesand purjioses. 
instigated by a selfishness which seeks to 
hold in unrelenting grasp its unfair ad- 
vantage under present tariff laws. We 
will rely upon the intelligence of our 
fellow-countrymen to reject the charge 
that a party comprising a majority of our 
people is planning the destruction or 
injury of American interests, and we 
know they cannot l>e frightened by the 
spectre of impossible free trade. 


THE FORCE 1UU,. 


The administration and management 


of our government depends ujion popular 
will. Federal power is the instrument 
of that will—not its master. Therefore 
the attempt of the opponents of Demo- 
cracy to interfere with and control the 
suffrage of the .States through federal 
agencies developes a design, which no 
explanation can mitigate, to reverse the 
fundamental and safe relations between 
the people and their government. Such 
an attempt cannot fail to be regarded by 
thoughtful men us proof of a bold deter- 
mination to secure the ascendancy of a 
discredited party in reckless disregard of 
a free expression of the popular will. To 
resist such a scheme is an impulse of 
Democracy. At all times and in all 
places we trust the people. As against a 
disposition lo force tbe way to federal 
power we present to them as our claim 
to their confidence and support a steady 
championship of their rights. 


SOUXD MONEY. 


The ]K'oplc are entitled to sound and 


honest money, abundantly sufficient in 
volume to supplytheir business needs. But 
whatever may be the fonn of the peo- 
ple's currency, national or .State—wheth- 
er gold, silver or paper—it should be so 
regulated and guarded by government- 
al action or by wise and careful laws that 
no one can be deluded as to the certainty 
and' stability of its value. Every dollar 


honestly and without evasion, and when 
capable and worthy their claim to the 
helpful regard and gratitude of their 
countrymen should be ungrudgingly ac- 
knowledged. 


SUMPTUARY LAWS. 


The assurances to the people of the ut- 


most individual liberty consistent with 
peace and good order is a cardinal princi- 
pal of our government. This gives no 
sanction to vexation's sumptuary laws 
which unnecessarily interfere with such 
habits and customs of our people as are 
not offensive to a just moral sense and 
are not inconsistent with good citizenship 
and the public welfare. Tiie same prin- 
ciple requires that the line between the 
subjects which are properly within gov- 
ernmental control and those which are 
more fittingly left to parental regulation 
should IK carefully kept in view. An 
enforced education, wisely deemed a prop- 
er preparation for citizenship, should not 
involve the impairment of wholesome 
parental authority nor do violence to the 
household conscience. 
Paternalism in 


government finds no approval in the creed 
of Democracy. It is a symptom of mis- 
rule, whether it is manifested in unau- 
thorized gifts or by an unwarranted 
control of personal and family affairs. 


IMMIGRATION. 


Our people, still cherishing the feeling 


of human fellowship which belonged to 
)iir beginning as a nation, require their 
;overument to express for them their 
sympathy with all those who are oppress- 
ed under any rule less free than ours. 


A generous hospitality which is one of 


the most prominent of our national char- 
acteristics, prompts us to welcome the 
worthy and industrious of all lands to 
homes and citizenship among us. This 
hospitable sentiment is not violated, how- 
ever, by careful and reasonable regula- 
tions for tbe protection of the public 
health, nor does it justify the reception of 
immigrants who have 710 appreciation of 
our institutions and whose presence 
among us is a menace to jieace and good 
order. 


XICARAUOUA SHIP CAXAL. 


The, importance of the construction of 


the Sicaraugiia ship canal as a means of 
promoting commerce between our States 
nnd with foreign countries, and also as a 
contribution by Americans to tin: enter- 
prises which advance the interests of the 
world of civilization, should commend 
the project to government approval and 
indorsement. 


put into the hands of the people should 
be of the same intrinsic value or purchas- 
ing pdwer. With this condition absolute- 
ly guaranteed both gold and silver can lie 
safely utilized upon equal terms in the 
adjustment of our currency. 


In dealing with this subject no selfish 


scheme should be allowed to intervene 
and no doubtful experiment should be 
attempted. The wants of our people, 
arising from the deficiency or imperfect 
distribution of money circulation, ought 
to 1)6 fully and honestly recognized and 
efficiently remedied. It should, however, 
be constantly remembered that the in- 
convenience or loss that might arise from 
such a situation can be much easier borne 
than the universal distress which must 
follow a discredited currency. 


CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 


Public officials are the agents of the 


people. It it theerfore their duty to se- 
cure for those whom they represent the 
best and most eflicient performance of 
public work. This plainly can lie best 
accomplished by regarding ascertained 
fitness in the selection of government 
employes. 
These considerations alone 


are sufficient justification for an honest 
adherence to the letter and spirit of civil

Our countrymen not only expect from 


those who represent them in public places 
a sedulous care for the tilings which are 
directly and palpably related to their 
material interests, but they also fully ap- 
preciate the value of cultivating our na- 
tional pride and maintaining our national 
honor. Both their material interests and 
their national pride and honor are involv- 
ed in the success of the Columbian Expo- 
sition, and they will not be inclined to 
condone any neglect of effort on the part 
of their government to insure in the gran- 
deur of this event a fitting exhibit of 
American growth and greatness, and a 
splendid demonstration of American pa- 
triotism.

Senator Hill defined and defended the 


position of the Democratic parly upon 
the tariff by a reference to its record.

Fourth—That the tariff 
upon, manufactured articles should, as a 
general rule, be larger wheresimiliar art- 
icles are manufactured in this country 
than where they are not. Fifth—That 
the tariff imposed upon all manufactured 
articles (other than those which for good 
reasons are placed on the free list) should 
equal the difference lietween the Kite of 
wages paid in this and foreign countries 
so far as later enters into the cost of 
their production. 


This has been the Democratic ixjsition' 


ever since the question was newly raised 
by the Morrill war tariff of'iSGl. It was 
the platform upon which Tilden was 
elected. It was the guiding principle of 
President Cleveland's famous tariff mes- 
sage of 18S7. It has shaped every Dem- 
ocratic attempt to reduce the monstrous 
exactions of the Republican tariff for 
bounties. 


The record shows thai "tariff reform 


does not moan free trade-" The ilc- 
Jvinley tariff law violates every one of 
these cardinal principles.

The exports of rye fell off from 1,108,- 
99 bushels to 310,291, a loss of more 
ban 3 to 1. In 1891 he obtained 89 
ents a bushel for his rye, and 70 cents 
n 1892.

lucts gradually falling off in export and 
dees; his business, once prosperous 
and honorable, falling into profitless 
employment and discontent; his lands 
sold for a mere song; his sons and 
daughters deserting the home of their 
nativity and childhood for the enticing 
city.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30, 1892. 


Editor of Compiler: Senator Quay is 


tot at all averse to taking Mr. Harrison's 
ilace as boss of the Republican campaign, 
f Mrs. Harrison's illness continues seri- 
ius enough to prevent Mr. Harrison 
giving the necessary attention to politics, 
10 keep himself sufficiently well posted to 
iirect the movements of the figure-head, 
Tom Carter, and he dropped into Wash- 
ington this week for the purpose of inti- 
nating as much to Mr. Harrison. The 
ntimation was duly made by a mutual 
rieud, and Mr. Harrison was profuse 
n thanks, but he did not accept the invi- 
Ation to abdicate his political throne in 
Quay's favor. An Indiana man speak- 
ng of this attempt of Quay to use the 
eins of political power, said: "Mr. Har- 
rison is a better politician than Quay, 
%nd the latter should have known that 
ifter the long, and in the end successful, 
ight made by the former to overthrow 
Quay's power over the Republican ma- 
,hine he would never under any combi- 
nation of circumstances agree to his 
igain taking control." So Mr. Quay got 
notliing but a little additional bumilia- 
;ion for Ms offer. 


Ex-Congressman Pierce, of Indiana, 


vho is chairman of the Republican exec- 
utive committee of that State, made a 
flying visit to Washington this week to 
confer with Mr. Harrison and other In- 
diana politicians in the city. From the 
one of a newspaper interview given out 
jy him as soon as he arrived, a person 
vho knew nothing about the subject 
vould suppose that the Indiana Demo- 
crats were falling over each other in 
heir efforts to join the Republican party, 
>ut that was only a "bluff." When he 
Called on Messrs. Harrison, Dudley, 
rtichenor, Nebeker and other Indiana 
Republican politicians, which he did at 
he earliest possible moment, his talk 
vas very different. He told them that 
.he State was in danger and implored 
their assistance to save the party from 
he humiliation of having its candidate 
defeated in his own State. He carried 
Tom here a mandatory order upon the 
National committee for a considerable 
sum of money, which he said was so 
urgently needed that he would take the 
order to New York himself, and he did. 


Mr, Cleveland's letter of acceptance 


las caused some disappointment, but it 
is among the Republicans exclusively. 
Democrats are delighted with the st>le 
of the letter as well as with its language, 
and the belief is general that it will 
make a convincing sort of campaign doc- 
ument to put in the hands of intelligent 
doubtful voters. His characterization of 
the Republican cry of free trade as an 
impossibility in this country was a hap- 
py thought, and his remarks on tariff re- 
form, for which the Democratic party 
stands, should be read by every voter in 
the land. A tariff for revenue will be a 
necessity until some new method of rais- 
ing the money necessary to run the Gov- 
ernment shall have been devised and put 
into practical operation, but that is no 
reason why the present abortion which 
taxes the consumers of every protected 
article for the benefit of a few manufac- 
turers should remain upon our statute 
books, a disgrace to the intelligence of 
our National legislators. 


West Virginia is one of the States that 


the Republicans always carry, in their 
minds, before election, or, as Represent- 
ative AMerson, of that State, puts it: 
"They are always going to carry the 
State, but they never do." Mr. Alder- 
son, who is fresh from the State, says: 
•'The Republicans will not carry West 
Virginia this year. Down there we are 
all Democrats on the tariff question, but 
the Force bill issue is the one we are 
most interested in. There are a hun- 
dred McKinley bills in that scheme and 
it involves the rights of our people to 
govern themselves, and it is going to 
carry the State against the party that 
fathers it.''

Lime as a Stand-by. 


Chemistry has opened the way to a 


knowledge of the requirements of all 
crops grown on the farm, and the in- 
telligent farmer now understands that 
there are special foods for all the differ- 
ent crops, and that plants will not thrive 
if deprived of the 
proper elements 


which they demand. It is as necessary 
to give each plant its particular foods 
as to feed the several kinds of live stock 
according to their preferences. As corn 
is considered the cheapest and liest gram 
for stock, and as it is accepted by all 
classes, so is lime the cheapest and most 
plentiful food for plants, as it is reject- 
ed hy none, and enters into the compo- 
sition of all the varieties of plants grown 
on the farm. 


The fall season of the year is the time 


for applying lime to the soil. The ac- 
tion of lime is slow, and as its tendency 
is to go down into the soil, it is only 
necessary to broadcast it over the sur- 
face of the land. There is no loss of 
ammonia when lime is applied over 
manured land, as the soil itself arrests 
and retains all gaseous matter, while its 
chemical effects on the substances in 
the soil are such as to more readily con- 
vert them into plant food. It is of it- 
self plant food, and, it may be added, 
it is a portion of the food of all animals 
in some form, as it exists in many com- 
positions and it is safe to claim that no 
fertilizer offered to farmers is destitute 
of lime as one of its factors, and in the 
form of phosphate of lime it is an im- 
portant ingredient of commercial fer- 
tilizers. 


TVhen stone lime is burnt the carbonic 


acid of the limestone (carbonate of lime) 
is driven off. 
When water is dashed on 


lime the water unites with the lime 
chemically, forming hydrate of lime. 
Lime is always ready to again unite 
with carbonic acid, and when the lime 
is applied to the soil the process of the 
formation of carbonate of lime continu- 
ally occurs, the lime simply again be- 
coming limestone, but in a finely divid- 
ed condition. It is this desire of lime 
to revert back to its original condition 
before the limestone was burnt that 
makes it so powerful as a chemical 
agent, and it also forms salts, with 
other acids. The benefits to the soil 
are, therefore, due not only to the food 
value of the lime, but also to its energy 
in the soil. Its plentiful supply, its 
cheapness, compared with other fertiliz- 
ers, its easy application and its lasting 
benefits to the soil, should be induce- 
ments to farmers to use it freely, apply- 
ing from ten to forty bushels per acre, 
according to the character of the soil. 
and no season of the year is more favor- 
able to its application than the fall, as 
the benefit will be apparent next year.— 
Phtla. Eci-ord.

COOPERATIVE clubs for the purchase

Each 
man should take stock in proportion to 
the service that he requires, and the 
matter of care and feeding can be easily 
arranged. 


A GOOD cow iihould produce milk for 


nine or ten months in the year before 
going dry. Some cows will keep up 
their full flow to the period of calving. 
but it is of no advantage for them to do 
so. It is better to allow a cow to re- 
main dry from four to eight weeks at 


least" 


MANVKE that has been evenly spread 


over the soil not only prevents loss of 
moisture and retains that in the soil, 
but causes the moisture lower down to 
rise to the surface also. 


PLOW up the location for next year's 


garden before winter, and broadcast 
manure over the surface. Too much 
manure may not be feared. Harrow 
the ground after manuring, and apply 
a bag of finely ground bone. By the 
time spring work begins the ground 
will be in excellent condition for crops. 


. 
BY feeding a variety of food the ex- 


penses may be lessened. Even straw is 
an excellent food when cut fine, and 
then fed in connection with ground 
grain and linseed meal. 


EVERY day that my cattle do not 


gain in llesh I lose twice as much as 
that gain would be worth.

Corn Fodder. 


From a letter to the Country Gentte- 
an we take the following paragraphs 
n the value of fodder as feed: 
I have been in charge of farm-stock 
rery winter for 40 years, and have 
sed all kinds of rough feed, clover hay 
•om both mammoth and 
medium 


over, timothy, blue-grass, red-top, and 
illet hay, and wheat, oat and rye 
raw, and after this long experience, I 
ve well cured corn fodder the prefer- 
nce over any and all other coarse food, 
do this because it is the cheapest food 
can produce, because all kinds of stock 


-at it with greater relish and less waste, 
eep in first-class condition on it, seem 
ever to tire of it, and are less likely to 
>e troubled with coughs or constipa- 
on than when fed hay. 
I know that 


many farmers consider corn fodder poor 
eed, but without a single exception, it 
will be found that they are the ones 
who do not save and feed it. I have 


ever known n farmer to give it a fair 
i-ial who was not convinced of its 
alue. 
I have found that I could winter a 
ull-grown cow or horse, on the fodder 
rom an acre of good corn, and the cost 
f saving this acre and putting it in 
he barn is usually less than a half ton 
f hay would sell for; and when hay is 
igh, a fourth ton will sell for enough 
o pay it. As an example of the econ- 
my of com fodder as compared with 
ay, I will give the figures of my last 
ear's crop. 
I grew 12 acres of corn, 


nd it cost me $18 to have it put in 
hock at 6 cents per shock of 120 hills 
ach. To hnsk it and bind the fodder 
n bundles cost 8 cents a shock or $24 
or the 300 shocks, but from this we de- 
uct 3 cents per bushel for husking 500 
mshels of corn, which reduces the net 
ost to 89. It took three days for two 
hands and a team to put this fodder in- 
o the barn, which at regular wages for 
such work would be $10, making the 
ntirecost of this fodder in the barn 
37. We wintered on this 6 horses and 
cows, and from Sept 1 to March 1 
six months) did not feed a pound of 
hay. 
The first of March our fodder 


was gone, and in the following six 
veeks this same stock ate hay that 
would have sold for more money than 
he fodder had cost me, and were not in 
as good condition as when we made the 
change in food. 


To get the best results from corn 


'odder it must be well cured and put 
nto the barn early and then fed in a 
warm stable in racks or mangers so ar- 
ranged that none of it will be wasted 
If fodder is left in the field until mid 
winter or spring, and then fed on the 
'round with cattle tramping over it, ii 
usually does not pay for handling. I 
should be cut about the time the ears 
jegin to glaze—which, in my latitude 
s usually from the first to the middli 
of September. Set the shocks up firmly 
and tie the tops securely so they wil 
stand, and just as soon as the corn is 
dry enough for the crib husk it, bine 
the fodder in medium-sized bundles 
and store it at once in the barn. I have 
proved in many years' observation tha 
corn can be cribbed about three weeks 
earlier from the shock than if left on 
the stalk without cutting up. 
W 


usually crib all of our corn in Octobei 
escaping cold and snow, which so ofte 
make trouble in November.
